Watson Promises Protec- 
tion to His Witnesses 
When Senate Probe Be- 
gins on Monday.

Washington, November 5§.—Pre- 
further of his 
charges, that soldiers 
were hanged without 
court-martial, Senator Watson, 
democrat, Georgia, tonight in the 
Senate turned his fire on Secre- 
tary Weeks and General Pershing 
because of their denial of the sena- 
tor’s assertions. 

Alluding to a statment made to- 
day by the war secretary that .“no 
decent man” would make charges 
with respect to army nurses such 
as made several days ago, in the 
senate. Senator Watson, while dis- 
claiming any intent to attack the 
murses as a whole, said he would 
leave to any impartial tribunal to 
judge whether he or Mr, Weeks was 
the more “decent.” The senator said

Reading General Pershing’s state-

Letter From Nurse. 

Senator Watson then read a let- 
ter from an unidentified Richmond 
(Va.) woman ‘who said she had 
served twelve months as an army 
nurse, The letter said that “of- 
ficers made courtesans of the nurses, 
wherever possible, and nurse&B® who 
resisted . . . were subjected to 
personal indignities.” Mr. Watson 
also said he had been told per- 
sonally by a former nurse that she 
had been compelled to repel the as- 
ault of an officer.

At Georgia Tech 
Assail Gambling 


Appeal to All Friends of In- 
stitution to Discourage 
Practice. 


, Athletic authorities at the Geor- 
gia School of Technology, including 
the faculty committee on athletics, 
W. A. Alexander, coach of the foot- 
ball team, and others interested, 
have declared their unequivocal 
disapproval of all forms of gam- 
bling where any Tech team is con- 
cerned, and have issued statements 
appealing to all friends of Tech to 
do all in their power to discoure 
age the practice. © 

According to members.of the fac- 
ulty at Tech there is, and has al- 
ways been, a faculty rule against 
any form of gambling among stu- 
dents at Tech. Any Student guilty 
of gambling will be immediately 
dismissed from ‘the school. Accord- 
ing to the statement, however, the 
action igs aimed at.“camp followers” 
and professional gamblers, some of 
whom openly make “books” on the 
result of Tech games, and over 
whom the faculty and college au- 
thorities have no control. 

“Conditions in Atlanta in this re- 
spect are probably no worse than 
in other cities which have success- 
ful football teams,” declared a fac- 
ulty member Saturday night, “but 
we purpose to do all in our power to 
put a stop to it as far as any bet- 
ting on the Tech team is concerned.” 

Committee Statement. 

The statement of the athletic com- 
mittee follows: 

“The athletic committee of the 
Georgia Tech faculty wishes to go 
on record publicly as irrevocably 
opposed to gambling in any form 
and in any connection with the foot- 
ball games or other forms of ath- 
letics in which Tech teams pratici- 
pate, It wishes further to enlist 
the support of all the friends of 


‘Tech, and of the Tech football team 


to discourage such gambling, either 


public or private, professional or | 


otherwise. 

“It is, and has been a Standing 
rule at Tech, that any student gull- 
ty of gambling shall be immediately 
dismissed from the_ school. We 
wish to go further, and purpose to 
take any steps which can be taken to 
put a stop to the public gambling 
on the results of games which Tech 
plays. We recognize. it to be a fact 
that even if students do not, par- 
ticipate in the gambling it 1s none 
the less a bad influence, and its 
existence tends to bring discredit 
upon the School of Fechnology, and 
upon the city of Atlanta 

“The faculty has long since tak- 
en every step possible to make-sure 
that it does not exist among the 
students- themselves, and: now 
believe that we shoywld, and purpose 
to us every means within our pow- 
er to stop it wherever it exists.” ° 

Alexander Opposes Gambling. 

“Coach W. A. Alexander heartily 
indorses the action of the athletic 
committee. Appealing to all true 
sportsmen to “help keep football 
clean’? he made the following state- 
ment: 

“In behalf of -the Tech football] 


we 


team, I wish to appeal to all friends | 


of Tech to assist us in putting a 
stop to gambling on the Tech foot- 
ball games. It is unnecessary for 
me to say that no member of the 
team, no candidate for the team and 
none of the athletic authorities par- 
ticipate in this gambling, or up- 
proves of it. But many of the 
friends of Tech do not realize what 
a serious matter it is when the out- 
come of Tech ‘games aré bet upon 
freely. Notwithstanding the’ fact 
that the players know nothing of it, 
this tends to bring criticism upon the 
team, and upon the school. 

“It is the earnest effort of all 
officials and others interested in 
football to keep it.as it is, a clean 
sport. The promiscuous gambling 
upon each football game.is a menace 
to the game, and undoubtedly tends 
to bring it as a sport into discredit. 
I appeal to all true sportsmen to do 
all that they can to discourage this 
evil, and to prevent by this the harm 
which it will, if‘unchecked, undount- 
edly do to the school and to the 
team.”’

North Georgia Methodist 
Conference Meets in Au- 
gusta Wednesday--Bish- 
op Candler to Preside. 


YEAR OF EXCELLENT 
PROGRESS IN ATLANTA 


St. John, One of the Old- 
est Churches in the 
State, to Be Scene of 
Deliberations.

Augusta, Ga., November 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)—During the annual session of 
the North Georgia Methodist con- 
ference, which meets in this city 
next Wednesday, the north Atlanta 
district and the south Atlanta dis- 
trict will make the best reports of 
church progress this year of any 
two districts in the entire northern 
half of the state. Under the leader- 
ship of Dr. W. H. LaPrade, Jr., and 
Dr. J. H. Eakes, presiding elders of 
the two Atlanta districts, every con- 
ceivable phase of church work in 
and.around Atlanta has gone stead- 
ily forward this year, and, in some 
instances, with unusual speed. 

Dr, LaPrade and Dr. Eakes were 
appointed as elders of the Atlanta 
districts at the conference of a year 
ago, and during the twelve months 
now coming to a close have been in 
constant touch with every church 
and every pastor. 

In the matter of ministerial sup- 
port the districts have advanced sal- 
aries "more than $5,000. Numérous 
churches have enjoyed great re- 
vivals, wherein approximately 3,000 
additions to church membership 
were made, while nearly $75,000 has. 
been spent in erecting new church 
buildings. 

Congregations that have made 
advances in pastors’ salaries are 
Decatur, Druid Hills, Epworth, Pa- 
tillo Memorial, Lawrenceville, Grant 
Park, St. Paul, Nellie Dodd Memo- 
rial, Oakland City, Kirkwood, Wal- 
ker Street and unusual revivals have 
been held at Lawrenceville, St. 
Mark, Collins Memorial, Mt. Vernon, 
Calvary, St. Paul, Walker Street, 
Fark Street, East Point, Douglas- 
ville, Fayetteville, Hapeville, Mar- 
tha Brown Memorial, Kirkwood. 
Other congregations have also en- 
joyed good meetings. 

Successful Churches. | 

For conference benevolences the 
districts were assessed $46,000, and 
will pay 85 per cent of that amount, 
while at the same time pledging 75 
per cent of the $360,000 asked for 
Christian education during’ the 
movement of last May. Churches 
that raised their quotas in full in 
the education movement are Druid 
Hills, Inman Park, Decatur, Patillo 
Memorial, Ingleside, Lawrenceville, 
English Avenue, Emory University, 
Eethany, Epworth, Parl Street, Oak- 
land City and St. Luke. 

New church houses’ have beén 
built at Bonnie Brae, Oakland City, 
sandy Springs, Dunwoody, a Sunday, 
school annex at Calvary, with work 
ready to start. on houses at Grant 
Park and Kirkwood. In the work 
of Sunday schools and missionary 
societies there has been experienced 
the same advances as in othr lines. 

All told, the two districts will 
report’ at Jkeast $475,000 as having 
been raised. for all purposes this 
year, with most promising prs- 
pects for the coming year. 

It is possible that the conference 
may continue in session one day 
longer than is the usual custom. 

‘During the session: last year, a 
resolution was: offered and adopted 
by the conference asking that a 
week’s time be allowed-between the 
dates of holding this conference and 
that of any other. Bishop Candler, 
who is to preside over this confer- 
ence, is also to preside over the 
South Georgia canference, which is, 
scheduled to meet at’ Tifton, No- 
vember exactly two weeks from 
the date of this conference. 

Several reasons enter into this 
procedure. During recent years it 
has been more and more apparent 
that much of the conference busi- 
ness does not receive the careful at- 
tention it should, and is’ rushed 
through without due deliberation, in 
order’ that adjournment may be, 
reached Monday afternoon. Much 
complaint has been registered about 
this. Hence the resolution asking

Then, when the creepers 
were all simply hanging, we began work 
on the trees. 

First-rate native jung’e men use their 
parangs with astounding Yranidity 
and accuracy. 1 duoubt if there are 
any finer woodsmen in the world. 
Their greatest fault is that they 
like to stop working in order to 
taik. Omar, Munshee and [, know- 
ing this weakness for conversation, 
circled through the jungle constant- 
ly, urging cur men on. Partiy as 
a result of this watehfulness, per- 
haps, I have never seen natives do 
a piece of work more neatiy and 

rapidly. it was vital’'y important, 
of course, that we finish before the 
big fellows came swinging back 
home. 

The trees were cut so that they 
remained standing. We were try- 
ing to achieve something like a 
flimsy structure built of cards or 
dominoes, which one push will send 
toppling. At a signal, every tree 
in the circle | had mapped out was 
to fall, those at the center, first, 
and the others in order, until the 
one in which the orang-outangs 
had their platform was isolated. It 
was a nice problem in jungle-craft 
to cut the trees so that they would 
bear the weight of animals swing- 
ing in the branches, and vet be so 
weak that they would all fall—and 
in the proper directions—when we 
started them by puwilinge on the 
ropes. I allowed myself. to. be 
guided entirely by the judgment of 
the natives; they appreciated my 
confidence and tvok care to see 
that the work was done accurately. 

The hacking with the parangs 
and the conversation attracted hun- 
dreds of jungle animals, including 
many of the smaller orang-outangs. 
We did not molest them, and they 
grew bolder, until we had a , 
chattering, screaming audienee 
watching us work. 

Long before the two biz 
came back to their home, w 
on our way to Omar's Kampong, 
with the first stage of the work 
completed. The jungle as we left 
it did not appear greatly different 
from the way it looked when we 
arrived. I knew that the orang- 
outings wouid that some 
one had been there, and vet | was 
fairly certain that the absence of 
human beings would reassure thei. 
And, too, they would have several 
days to accustom thkhemse:ves to 
whatever changes they noticed. 

At the kampong, |! called the men 
together again, this time tor an 
informal council. 1 told them that 
I had considered carefully every- 
thing they had said the day before, 
and that, after inspecting the loca- 
tion, I had come to the conclusion 
that we could easily tapdture the 
animals. It would be simp-y a mat- 
ter of rapid work and of each man’s 
thoroughly understanding his job. 
Drawing a circle on the ground 
and planting a stick in the middle, 
I explained what we were to do 
and how we were to do it. Then 
I told them how we had eut the 
creepers and prepared the trees. 

During the next four days we 
avoided the location as much as 
possible. Crews of men, bearing 
bundles of dry grass and bushes, 
approached within five hundred 
feet, dropped their bundles and returned 
to the village.

ON ARMS MEETING 


Washington, November 6.—Visiting 
delegates to the arm conference be- 
lieve the scope of discussion should 
be kept within limited bounds. Says 
Stephen Lauzanne, editor of Le Mat- 
in, Paris, and war-time diplomat: 

“I do not think it advisable to 
encourage the agenda of the confeér- 
ence with too many problems, bar 
Kiastern questions and naval arma- 
ment limitation must be disposed of 
first. Such problems as foreign debts 
can easily be disposed of later by ex- 
perts in separate meetings.
